To remove any Temaining 
doubt: regarding the letters ap- 
pearing on license plates Kelly 
went to great length to explain 
the reasons behind the adopuon 
wf the new 1940 plate. 

“Primarily, the letters are for 
identification purposes,” Kelly 
said, “but there is a great deal 
more to it than that. Following 
@ suggestion submitted by lead- 
ing law enforcement agencies, 
safety directors and traffic man- 
agers we determined to eliminate 
entirely all license plates bear- 
ing six or seven numbers, be- 
cause a long series of figures is 
d:fficult te read, and almost im- 
possible to remember. 

“It was decided that two letters 
and foyM figures would be a great 
deal @asier to read and remem- 
ber than any other combination.
